The burglar, in his late 20’s, 
enetered the Jubilee Bar on East 14th 
Street in Oakland, and at gun point 
approached Val Souza, owner of the 
bar and formerly of Leonarda’s on 
Leland Ave., and more recently owner 
of 1001 Nights on San Francisco’s 
Jones Street. He demaned that she 
turn over all of the money in the 
register. Startled by the sight of a gun 
pointed at her, she hesitated momen¬ 
tarily, prompting the burglar to say “I 
ain’t jivving lady, give me all the 
money” pointing the pistol at her point 
blank. 

Val reached into the register and 
surrendered approximately $350.00 
which the gunman stuffed into his 
pocket and as he started out the 
door....enroute, he passed that place 
at the bar where Edy La Fleur sat with 
her change on the bar in fron of her. 
The Gunman scooped that up too, 
which prompted Edy to start out the 
door after him. Catching up with him 
in a struggle, it was at that time the 
gunman fatally shot Edy La Fleur. 

Enraged at the shooting, the 
entire bar, full of customers - all 
women - took out after .the fleeing 
gunman, who dropped his gun and all 
the money he had just gained at 
gunpoint. 

The Gunman was arrested by 
Oakland police and he is now charged 
with murder and burglary.

This is a selection of twenty-four 
stories. I hesitate to say that there is 
anything different about them or the 
characters in them. Every known 
cliche is present. The stories are 
about the various types of homosexual 
experiences. They are stories by top 
authors, all quite well written. But the 
general tone of these stories is a big 
downer. Only one story is specifically 
erotic. None are dirty. There are 
amusing bits and scenes. But still the 
general effect is one big downer. 

• The editor says he chose these 
stories because they were the best he 
had found dealing with the homo¬ 
sexual experience. He claims that they 
were selected for your reading' 
pleasure. And some of the stories are 
quite good. But after each one is over, 
and you ask yourself if you really liked 
it, the flaws stand up large and 
impossible to overlook. For in every 
case there is something wrong with all 
the characters in the stories. There is 
something not quite real, quite far 
from true, something reprehensible or 
vapid or not all it should be. 

This may be a fault in what we 
consider great literature. Great stories 
must posses verisimilitude and irony. 
If they have not got these things, they 
do not live, are not remembered, 
never become classics. And some of 
these stories are indeed classics. But 
then, so what? Is it really entertaining 
to read and remember characters who 
do not fill the bill in the toal 
experience of living. Is this the image 
the homosexual has of himself, or is it 
the very image of himself which 
today’s homosexual is trying to 
expunge. I believe these stories 
represent the latter point. For if they 
are read from any standpoint of social 
consciousness, the final verdict has got 
to be that so-called great literature 
slings mud on the homosexual image. 
But most homosexuals seem to get a 
masochistic pleasure at slinging mud 
on themselves just so that the world 
will notice they are different. 
Women’s Lib may be going in the 
right direction playing down the 
differences between capabilities of the 
sexes, saying women are as good and 
should have the same rights as men, 
that all rights are human rights. On the 
other hand, the homosexual, and 
particularly the male homosexual, just 















as implied by the title and stories of 
this book, has little desire to be a part 
of the human race unless he can be 
something very special and different. 
The important consideration should 
be to look for the goodness of the end 
result. If we find ourselves in a world 
where there are only protagonists, 
instead of a few heroes, then we find 
ourselves in an unreal and storybook 
world.

There was Chaplin; there is 
Marceau. 

“Marcel Marceau is the world’s 
greatest exponent of the art of mime.” 
That’s what the press release says and 
if you’ve ever seen him, you know it’s 
true. A native of Strasbourg, France, 
he created his character Bip in 1947, 
formed his now world-famous mime 
company in ’49, made his U.S. debut 


in ’55 and has played here regularly 
ever since, and finally in 1974, Marcel 
Marceau makes his debut as a leading 
actor in a new William Castle film, 
Shanks. 

Briefly, Shanks is a “grim fairy 
tale” about a deaf mute named 
Malcolm Shanks who lives with a 
drunken brother-in-law and a harpie 
shrew of a sister-in-law. And Malcolm 
has a dream -- the dream is the plot of 
Shanks, told primarily in highly 
stylized mime. Marceau plays 


Malcolm and a 90 year old man named 
Old Walker; Old Walker takes 
Malcolm in as an assistant to his 
experiments, making the muscles of 
the dead come back to life. When Old 
Walker dies, Malcolm continues his 
experiments, starting with Old Walker 
himself (in a superb sequence by 
Marceau), then when his in-laws are 
accidentally killed, and climaxing in a 
battle between the dead and four Hells 
Angels. It is a Black Comedy, with 
excellent performances by Marceau, 
Philippe Clay, Tsilla Chelton and a 
young girl named Cindy Eilbacher, 
who plays the one person Malcolm can 
tell the truth to. It’s an interesting and 
ambitious film with limited appeal; for 
those who can appreciate a film that 
has brilliant moments but doesn’t work 
overall, it should be seen as a study in 
impressionistic style where the parts 
are better than the whole. 

Marcel Marceau sailed into town 
to promote his newest endeavor. After 
an opening line of “Let’s speak as less 
possible about mime, as much about 
the film as possible,” he proceeded to 
attack the hapless critics who had yet 
to write a word of criticism. “A critic 
needs knowledge. I can forgive the 
public to be wrong; I cannot forgive 
the critics or the artiste to be wrong...I 
should be a critic then. Why? Because 
I’m an artiste who knows his craft. I 
am interested to learn from a critic. I 
don’t think American people criticize 
the film, only, unfortunately, the 
critics...If Bill Castle wants to make 
box office, then maybe he shouldn’t 
have made this film...I was never 
critical about the concept...I think this 
country has free opinion, and if they 
exercise their free opinion, they will 
not be brainwashed by critics.” Asked

what countries, since U.S. filmgoers 
are too unappreciative, he thinks 
Shanks will do well in, Marceau 
replies, “Japan and South America. 
Oh, and Scandanavia...I am pleased if 
there are 5 good minutes in a film. The 
public wants 2 hours of film gems.” A 
pall has fallen over the room by now, 
as Mr. Marceau proceeds to tell us 
what we should think of his new film. 

“It’s not a usual story, it’s a very 
impressionistic film from my point of 
view. This is a parable, this is not a 
horror story at all. It could not have 
been made 10 years ago...People are 
putting too much sentimentality into a 
film that is a struggle of life and death 
done in a balletic stylized way...The 
style saves the subject...The couple is 
absolutely grotesque in life and very 
dignified in death. The little girl is the 
only one he can relate to because she 
admires him (which seems to be true 
of Marceau himself). He is trapped in 
his own experiences. We are all pulled 
by strings, it’s fate...It will be a classic 
in the history of avant garde films, 
mark my words...This film will be a 
cult film in colleges and universities. I 
will give you 10C, you see I’m very 
cautious, for every film that copies 
ours. It’s a dream. When you realize 
it’s a dream, you cannot criticize the 
concept...The young public is in 
constant search of style and new 
forms...It’s good to leave much things 
unsaid. You have to be alert from the 
start; the camera enters my eye in the 
beginning. The dream is seen through 
Shank’s eyes. It was a very positive 
experience. I’m very happy I did this 
and I want to do other films.” Well, 
Mr. Marceau, I hope that when you do 
your next film, you won’t feel 
obligated to be so defensive about it. 
No one appreciates being condescend¬ 
ed to, critics or public. 

Marcel Marceau is indeed an 


artiste; if you don’t believe it, ask him. 
He has no patience with people who 
do appreciate fully his talents, but 
when he feels you are dully appre¬ 
ciative, the Gallic charm suddenly 
flashes to the fore and he becomes 
warm and radiant with good will. 
Asked if he worried about critical 
acclaim for his film (after a 15 minute 
harangue from him about critics), he 
answers, “If I thought about that, I 
would not be Marcel Marceau.!” Oh, 
really???! 

“I would have been proud to write 
a good review of it” says Marceau of 
Shanks. I would have too, Mr. 
Marceau, if it had warranted it, but 
from the entrance of the Hell’s Angels 
the film goes steadily downhill in a 
mixture of style and non-style. But 
that’s only one critics opinion, and 
probably I would have found 
Potemkin pretentious and Birth of a 
Nation busy...right, Mr. Marceau?? If 
Shanks is destined to become “a 
classic,” please mail me collect on that 
day one of your old hats...edible.

The Hairdresser 


Who could have predicted the 
number of hairdressers I’ve passed 
along the way. As a child, my mother’s 
visits to her beautician, Jo, were akin 
to her periodic game hunts to her 
furrier, Barney. From one she’d return 
a more mysterious lady with blued 
finger waves; from the other, draped 
in renewed old skins. My father never 
much approved of either (the man, nor 
the overhaul). Both men had accents 
which made them suspect — the one 
barely French, a lilt softly; the other 
exuberant Yiddish. 


Jo’s Beauty Shop was a secret 
place. The neighborhood barber shop, 
further up the avenue, was decidely 
more grand. White tile and brass 
fixtures sunning themselves in banks 
of mirrors. Gleaming chrome and 
white cabinets highly enameled. Pot¬ 
ted palms thriving in open spaces. The 
crisp, clean lines, the steaming 
towels. That final excitement as Tony 
strip/stropped the straight razor along 
the belt of brown leather.

And then the 
bracing whiffs of drying tobacco from 
the shop next door where two old men 
made cigars in the window. All taken 
together a transparent, aromatic, 
antiseptic maleness. 

Jo’s Beauty Shop was sandwiched 
between the Chinese Laundry and 
Moe’s candy store; one as weary as the 
other. No body ever seemed to go in or 
out of Jo’s. Passing by on my way 
home from school, I would often see 
him standing in front of his shop - it 
was difficult to see inside the darkness 
of the half-open door. I never lingered 
as his glance was unsettling. He 
seemed to know more than Tony the 
barber. 


In the ageless war between the 
sexes, there have always been a 
contingent of males (to secure a place 
in the societal spectrum) who have 
gone over to the other side. The 
eunuchs in the oriental harems, the 
troubadors of medieval Christendom. 
The latter lacking the qualities of the 
warrior/knight: strength, courage, 
blue blood - were left behind from the 
campaigns which took up months and 
years. These non-fighters were an 
expendable lot and had to forage for 
themselves. The ladies of the manor 
and castle had many an idle hour on 
their hands until the return of their 
lords and masters. Exalting the virtues 
and beauties of these lonely wives and 
daughters became the specialty of the 
troubador in music and ballad. From 
these conspiracies were born our 
notions of romatic love. These new 
expectations didn’t make Galahad’s 
life any easier, for the knight was 
taught to treat ladies with at least a 
modicum of courtesy and to seduce 
them to the accompaniment of music 
and song. 

The dancing master, the choral 
director, the dress designer, the village 
priest have made themselves in- 
dispensible throughout the ages and 
have made milday ever more elevated, 
ever more alien. To the man of the 
house, these ministers to female 
vanity, ambition and security — 
scurrying around on the inside track, 
with inside information - were the 
original Quizzlings. And have ever 
remained so. 

Not the least of these traitors was 
milady’s hairdresser, the minion 
closest to her ear and tongue. He kept 
her in the running -- eternally 
expectant...that someday her Prince 
would truly come. 

To be sure, these very same 
stay-at-home males were the civilizers 
of the Western world. They gave us 
STYLE, and we’ve been paying for it 
ever since.

It seemed as if he 
were more running from than running 
to -- as if to say -- o.k. world, you 
won’t accept me as your equal. I’ll 
show you! I’ll become one of those 
plumed birds, and you’ll all know, and 
you’ll never be able to intimidate me 
again...The gasp. I could never 
believe they’d be either better 
beauticians or better people. The 
beauty trade needed them as much as 
it needed another split end.

Airport 1975 brings us that 
veteran of the “epic”, Charlton 
Heston, in yet another yet different 
Savior role. The Acting in the film is 
uniformably okay with the best 
performances being given by Karen

with a tense and well-acted controlled 
hysteria that is just the right level for 
her pivotal role as the head stewardess 
who must take command after the 
mid-air collision between the mightly 
747 jet and a small craft being flown by 
Dana Andrews (a 40’s Fox favorite).

Throw in a couple of obnoxious 
drunks, a precious child, a few 
hysterical matrons and you have the 
perfect passenger list for a disaster 
movie like Airport 1975. 

Sometimes I got the feeling I was 
watching a Movie of the Week but 
then of course I realized that much 























more movie was being spent and big 
names were just all over the place - 
welcome back Nancy Olson. 

So if you want to forget about 
your problems for a couple of hours 
and fly the not-too-friendly skies with 
the above cast, book your seat now for 
Airport 1975. 

THE ABDICATION: 

If you enjoy historical films with 
costumes, scenery and choir-type 
soundtrack, The Abdication should be 
on your “definite must” list. 

The film never really gets too 
grand and the story of the abdication 
of Queen Christina of Sweden and her 
conversion to the Catholic Church is 
well told and gives us a tour de force 
performance by Liv Ullman. 

The Abdication deals with what 
happened to Christina after she gave 
up the crown and went to the Vatican 
to seek out the Pope and be received 
by the Church. Instead of being 
welcomed with open arms, the Church 
is skeptical about the reasons why she 
wants to join it. There is much talk 
and gossip about the life she has been 
leading up to her arrival in Rome. 
Cardinal Azzolino is dispatched to 
become her inquisitor. Azzolino 
(played by Peter Finch) is tempted 
eventually by the ex-queen into a love 
affair with her and when she confesses 
that she has never felt love until 
meeting him. It becomes clear through 
the course of the film, which is told in 
flashbacks, that through her youth and 
her reign as Queen of Sweden, 
Christine was a very disturbed person. 

It’s hard to believe that she could 
fall so quickly in love with the Cardinal 
but rather one gets the feeling that she 
feels that way because at least she has 


met a man who has treated her as a 
person, not a queen and he is the first 
man, outside of her long dead father, 
that she can look up to and respect. 
She is a very tormented and twisted 
woman and the films gives you the 
background on why she is the way she 
is. She is a frustrated woman who is 
unfulfilled. There are hints of a lesbian 
relationship with her friend Ebba 
(Ania Marson) but actually one gets 


the feeling that Christina has just been 
bottling up all her emotions and when 
she finally meets a man like Azzolino 
they all come rushing forward without 
a crown to hold them back any longer 
and she confesses her love and chips 
away at his weakness for women. 

The acting in the film is un- 
informable excellent with Miss 
Ullamn’s “Christina” leading the way 
and Finch in a very subdued but 
quietly powerful performance as the 
tempted Cardinal. James Faulkner as 
Magnus is extremely sensual in his role 
of the lover of Ebba. Paul Rogers as 
Christina’s Prime Minister is properly 
harsh without being melodramatically 
sinister. The direction of Anthony 
Harvey is controlled and personal 
without giving way to the distraction 
of the music of Nino Rota and 
opulence of the Vatican and the courts 
of Sweden. 

It’s not a film that all will enjoy, 
but if you dug Lion in Winter, Mary 
Queen of Scots or Becket, then you 
will probably enjoy this excursion to„ 
17th Century Rome and Sweden. But 
please forget about Garbo’s version of 
this story, that was too much MGM 
gloss.

MAGNIFICENCE AT 
THE MASONIC! 

On October 12th, one of the 
greatest musical instruments in the 
history of popular music played the 

Masonic Auditorium — the voice of 
Cleo Laine. 

While I do not mean to deter sales 
of Miss Laine’s records, if you have 
only heard Cleo Laine on record, you 
have heard only a small portion of the 
total impact. Miss Laine is a visual 
performer and must be seen to be 
appreciated; records cannot capture 
the sensuality of an elegant Druid high 
priestess, the subtle yet ever-present 
sense of humor or the complete ease 
with which she commands that 
incredible 4 octave range. She never 
reaches for a note, it’s just always 
there, sure and strong. A voice like 
Cleo Laine’s deserves the best setting, 
and in the arrangements and accom¬ 


paniment of husband John Dankworth 
-- and his quartette -- she has it. 

Miss Laine and Dankworth 
presented this trip around one of the 
most novel yet best-balanced 
blends of music ever heard. From 
Harold Arlen to Stevie Wonder, 
Gilbert & Sullivan to Spike Milligan, 
Shakespeare to Sondheim, each was 
tackled with the same superb artistry. 
Early into the evening, Miss Laine 
admitted she likes all composers and 
proceeded to prove it singing five 
poems set to music, including a 
hilariously offkey Sing Me No Song by 
Percy French, about a musician 
pleading with his tonedeaf love to 
remain silent, and Shakespeare’s Shall 
I Compare Thee. Then she romped 
through a medley of five Noel Coward 
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numbers, pausing to recreate the 
memorable moment in Private Lives 
when Noel and Gertie first meet, 
playing both roles, leading into a 
kidding Someday I’ll Find You. A jazz 
rendition of London Pride, a duet 
between voice and clarinet on an 
electrifying Unlucky Woman, Dory 
Previn’s Control Yourself, Send in the 
Clowns to a hushed rapt audience, a 
request medley of her most popular 
recordings...any one could stand 
alone as the highpoint of the evening. 
She breaks all the rules and labels, 
running a vocal gamut of staggering 
versatility. And unlike so many singers 
of today, she has the dramatic ability 
and charisma to give each song a full 
dimensional treatment, sometimes en¬ 
hancing the meaning of the lyrics, 
sometimes playing against them, but 
always to the credit of the composer. 

Under the auspices of Stephen 
Baffrey, to whom West Coast 
audiences owe an enormous debt of 
gratitude for presenting Miss Laine 
and Dankworth, the Masonic was 
jammed to capacity. As 3000 fans rose 
as one to give a final standing ovation 
for an evening of incomparable 
pleasure, Miss Laine smiled quietly 
and sang Thank you for coming, I’m 
sorry you have to go..., the perfect 
hostess thanking her guests. 

It was a lovely party and I had a 
wonderful time, Miss Laine. May I 
R.S.V.P right now for your next one?

Gilbert P. Russak has directed a 
smoothly amusing eye-filling evening, 
with excellent sets by Jerry D. Gere, 
pleasing costumes by Richard W.

Battle and Mr. Russak conducting tne 
large pit orchestra as well. Somehow 
in this version, Marsovia has been 
transformed to Pontevedria and the 
merry widow Sonia is now named 
Anna Glavari, but the now-familiar 
plot and melodies of Lehar remain 
intact. The plot, stretched over three 
acts, is incredibly simple -- the widow 
Glavari will bankrupt her native 
country if she marries a foreigner, so 
the Pontevedrian Ambassador ar¬ 
ranges to send her Count Danilo as a 
prospective husband, unaware that the 
Count and the Widow are former 
sweet-and-sour sweethearts. So much 
for the plot. But add to this such Lehar 
standards as Vilia, Maxims, A Highly 
Respectable Wife, Women and the 
ever-popular Merry Widow Waltz and 
you’re assured of a musically enter¬ 
taining evening. 

Robert Wood makes a dashing 
Danilo, Rosemary Bock, after a shaky 
first act, settles into a spirited and 
vivacious Anna with a lovely rendition 
of Vilia to her credit, Michael Rosso 
brings a glorious tenor to Count 
Camille that overcomes the dullness of 
the role, John Ziaja makes an amusing 
Ambassador and Norman Roberts and 
Robert Jones provide excellent sup¬ 
port as the bickering sutors. Camille 
Rosso plays the coquettish wife with 
bland vapidity. There is a distressing 
Vilia ballet and a lively can-can 
number staged by Merriem Lanova. 
Mr. Russak has wisely invested the 
script with as many comedic touches 
as possible, with one marvelous bit in 
the second act with J. Geoffrey Colton 
as a butler who made the mistake of 
wearing tails and some deftly adroit 
staging for the Women sextet. 


It’s a stylishly professional 
evening that should appeal to anyone 
who can appreciate the simplicity and 
vocal superiority of the old-fashioned 
operetta.

Hors D’Oeuvres 
at Olympus 

A LITTLE MEAT, A LOT OF HAM! 

Remember when Judy and 
Mickey, in an endless parade of 
M.G.M. musicals, used to say, “Gee, 
kids, let’s clean out the barn and put 
on a show!”? Well, the barn is now 
called Olympus and four bright and 
energetic youngsters are putting on a 
mildly diverting revue twice nightly 
Thurs, thru Sun. nights. Since French 
Dressing closed unexpectedly early, 
Hors D’Oeuvres was hastily put 
together in four days time with three 
members of the Dressing cast and Miss 
Shelley Werk, working under her 
stage name of Kitty Litter (she should 
go right to the top with that!), added to 


the company. 

Under the direction of Ed West, 
the main problem of the show is the 
selection of material. A completely 
live show, the cast is superior to their 
material. The big finale is that tired 
staple of all drag shows, the immortal 
If You Don’t See What You Want Up 
Here. While it’s nice to hear it sung 
live for a change, with some zippy 
choreography by Jean Martin, it’s still 
tired. I get the idea, Mr. West, 
presenting two males, one drag and 
one female singing If You Don’t See, 
but why not something a little fresher?

Fortunately, the talents are good.

Or if, God 
forbid, anything should ever happen, 
keep your mouth shut because your 
ignorant parents will not understand 
and might even think you encouraged 
it? 

The National Gay Task Force 

protested the show on the contention 
that it reinforced the old myth that 
homosexuals prey upon young 
children; that it did...in spades. But I 
honestly believe it was done by the 
scriptwriters unintentionally; the 
script was so atrociously written and 
stupidly illogical that it’s hard to 
believe they ever intended to do 
anything more than make a quick 
buck and hope to be forgotten.

The Golden Age of 
Queens 

by Toto le Grand 

PART FOUR 

In the late 20’s, Los Angeles was 
just beginning to come into it’s own as 
a ‘gay’town. While talkies were not in 
yet, the ‘artistic set’ had taken a firm 
hold on Hollywood, and — to a lesser 
degree — onto the City of which 


Hollywood is only a part. Cruising, on 
Hollywood Blvd. was very popular, 
and very good! Everyone was an 
‘actor’; one could find all kinds. Guys 
were available, in those days, because 
they wanted companionship, sex, a 
few drinks, even a goodjncjal; npt, as 
in later years, when men peddled 
their shopworn charms on the Blvd, on 
Sunset, on Selma Ave., for ‘a few 
bucks. 

There were probably hundreds of 
gay ones in the studios, and quite a few 
were actors. One heard ‘queer’ stories 
about almost anyone you could name, 


but these were seldom really true. Two 
or three internationally known cow¬ 
boy and ‘action’ stars were certainly 
known to be less than manly off¬ 
screen; quite a few leading actors (and 
actresses) were almost positively iden¬ 
tified as gay ones. But, in the colony of 
artists, ‘who cared’. . ? Two stars come 
to mind, of the period; one Mother did 
not know, though he was often seen — 
and heard — loudly cruising on Main 
Street, many nights over a period of 
two or three years. The other was an 
acquaintance. 

One of the biggest ‘stars’ of the 
period was William Haines, an alleged 
comedian. He was never as young as 
he looked; he had a stocky body, and a 
fat ass!, and was utterly crude, brash, 
and rowdy. To those who ‘knew’, he 
was also just a common, garden 
variety faggot. His pictures were 
slap-dash money-makers, and in the 
days before high income taxes, Haines 
was making a bundle. He may have 
worked hard 8 to 10 hours a day, but 
he pursued young men — preferably 
sailors — for at least 8 hours most 
nights. Some of this activity was in 
Hollywood, but mostly in downtown 
Los Angeles, on Main Street. 

Main Street, incidentally, was 
where the ‘big red cars’ came from and 
left for — the harbor at San Pedro; 
6th and Main was often a delightful 
field of blue uniforms. While Main 
Street had not then attained the 
dubious distinction of ‘Skid Row’, it 
was deteriorating fast. Of course, the 
big thing was to have something to 
drink; prohibition lasted ‘til ‘33. In 
those gay days (and nights!) if you had 
a bottle and a room, you had it made. 
And, hundreds of jolly young sailors 
went back to their ships bragging 
about having been ‘done’ by William 
Haines. As a movie star, Haines had a 
spectacular finish; two or three very 
bad pictures; with sound he came on 
just a little too Nellie, too fat-assed, 
too bitchy. Then he was caught 
molesting a 5 or 6 year old boy on the 
beach at Hermosa. While he ‘got out 
of it’, the studios wanted no more of 
him, so his career came to a deserved 
end. Deserved, . . ? Well, one 
wonders. Haines had considerable 
money stashed away, he had never 
been a ‘spender’, was rather a cheap 
bitch; so he opened an interior-decor¬ 
ating shop in Beverly Hills. Through 
talent, or because of what he knew 
about other people in the industry, he 
profited hugely over the years. Willi¬ 
am Haines was recently in the news 
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again; as a ‘Special Consultant’ to the 
State Department, he had spent a 
couple of million dollars of the 
tax-payers money, ‘re-doing’ the U.S. 
Embassy in London. Word from 
England has it that he has a special 
‘thing’ for ‘Guardsmen’ (stalwart 6 ft. 
plus yound soldiers of the ‘Household 
Guards’. They are now asking, from 
Americans, at least, 20 pounds as a 
minimum fee for ‘services’). They do 
wear dashing, tight uniforms; tight 
uniforms have always been a great part 
of William Haines ‘thing’. 

Another one met, in those days of 
the late 20’s, was the divinely 
handsome Ramon Novarro. Such a 
great shame that he should be 
eventually murdered by a couple of 
illiterate hustlers. May he rest in 
Peace. 

Novarro was a young Mexican, 
and had many relatives in Los 
Angeles; He was also — aside from his 
gay interests — intensely religious. 
Mother recalls that Novarro, with a 
few friends, often of Mexican descent, 
would cavort on Main St. and in 
nearby hotels, on most Saturday 
nights. We’s all meet at an early Mass 
at St. Vibiana’s Cathedral (2nd & 
Main( after which we’d join an 
understanding priest (also nanled 
Father Anthony. . ( for a glass of good 
wine. (Prohibition, you’ll remember. . 
Then, about 10:00 AM, Ramon 
would slide into the choir at St. 
Vincents (Figueroa at Adams( where 
he’d sing — often with Alice Gentle — 
the High Mass. He had a beautiful 
voice. Over half of his earnings of 
these years (and he was Hollywood’s 
top money earner for several years) 
went to the Church. His brother was 
an accomplished church organist, and 
I seem to recall that he had a sister 
who was a nun. (The family name was 
Samaniegos) Novarro’s group seemed 
to be quieter and more dignified than 
the blatantly carrying-on Haines, 
though they played in much the same 
part of town. Ramon Novarro was 
BEAUTIFUL; spiritually and physi¬ 
cally, just beautiful. One regret of a 
long life, says Mother, is that we were 
only speaking acquaintances; but, 
Novarro was ‘nice’ to everyone. 

In the last years of the 20’s, 
vaudeville was big in Los Angeles. 
Downtown were three major vaude¬ 
ville theaters: the Orpheum, the ‘Jr.’ 
Orpheum (afterward called the Hill- 
Street), and Pantages. All were within 
a block of each other, and in the 
center of this area (Hill St. between 


\ 

7th and 8th) an enterprising couple of 
old vaudevillians, Carl and Lil Muller, 
opened a sort of coffee-shop lunch 
counter. The place had a narrow 
horse-shoe counter that reached deep 
into the building. They stayed open ‘til 
about 3 AM.; Coffee Dan’s, a sort of 
rowdy night club that sold beer, was 
across the street. Nothing really 
exciting happened at Muller’s ‘til one 
day they posted signs advising custo¬ 
mers: ‘. .not to be alarmed at sitting 
with people in full theatrical make-up, 


as these were performers at one of the 
theaters. ’ Somehow, this word 
spread like magic, and every silly 
faggot downtown did herself up in 
Woolworth’s pancake, and flocked to 
Muller’s. This nonsense went on for a 
couple ot years, then problems arose. 
The place was so packed most nights, 
that it was almost impossible to get in 
— or to get out. French queens were 
turning tricks in the place, by simply 
sitting on the floor before someone 
continued next page 
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‘sexy’, and doing it. Drugs began to be 
sold; there were fights, then some 
knifings. The police were needed to 
regulate the packed-in crowds, and so 
on. Then, within another couple of 
years, prohibition was officially over; 
new places, including a number of 
short-lived gay bars, opened up. 
Muller’s just wasn’t with it any longer. 

Downtown Angelenos were al¬ 
ways partial to Pershing Square, and 
any mention of it was always good for 
a snicker. Up until the late 30’s, it was 
a nice, shade, bushy spot in the middle 
of the city, with large (concealing) 
clumps of bamboo at it’s center, and 
benches in the shrubbery of the 
crosswalks. Of course, Mother recalls 

— as a child — cavorting there before 
World War I, when it was still Central 
Park. While these early visits were not 
gayly oriented, and Mother was just a 
child, he was not an ‘unaware’ child. 
Don’t know if it has been mentioned 
here, but ‘Sonny’ was sent to a 
Southern California military academy 
at the age of five, the folks living in an 
unschooled rural area. Shortly before 
he was six, Mother lost her cherry, 
being happily violated by two big boys 

— twins names Zarragosa, who werp 
fourteen — and has continued in 


active participation for the next 60 
years, or so. 

Anyway, in 1918 they re-named 
the Park Pershing Square, after the 
General. In the early 30’s, it was going 
strong, and had a fairly well estab¬ 
lished reputation. Perhaps the gay 
ones really did start going there for 
that proverbial ‘breath of fresh air’; 
Los Angeles can be hot at night. The 
park soon became very cruisy, and 
often was busy all night long. 

Actually, Mother can remember 
her very first visit to the Park, as the 
‘smallest uniformed cadet’ from that 
same military academy (or a later one. 

. . ?). It was 1917, and. there were 
‘Over There’ parades, just prior to our 
getting into THAT war. A part of the 
parade gathered around Central Park. 
On the Olive St. side were many 
horses hitched to the Park’s iron 
railings; it seems that Olive was not 
paved there at 6th. Across the street at 
5th, was St. Paul’s Cathedral; this was 
the State Normal School. On the 
Northeast corner, at 5th, was the 
Philharmonic Auditorium. Mother 
vaguely recalls that there were some 
large wooden buildings down Hill St. 
to the Angel’s Flight, at 4th; and 
next to it was Albert Cohen’s, a large 


grocery store. This was all at least 55 
years ago; but li’l Sonny marched in 
the parade. Wonder if he swished. . . ? 

Later, Mother became a frequent 
habitue; she recalls that in the early 
30’s, the Philharmonic was still there 
— perhaps it still is. Across from the 
Park, at 6th and Olive, was an 
enormous upstairs public ballroom, 
facing on 6th. Perhaps Sid Grauman’s 
Metropolitan Theater (at 6th and Hill) 
was built by then; Mother does recall 
the slow building, during ‘17 and ‘18, 
of the Million Dollar, at 3rd and 
Broadway. She cannot seem to 
remember when the Biltmore, or the 
New Public Library, just behind it,. 
went in. Mother was away from Los 
Angeles (in and out of San Francisco) 
during a lot of the time between 1930 
and ‘39. Memories!, and so it goes, 
back to the gay Park of the early 30’s. 

As noted, nights are warm, in Los 
Angeles; probably this is why many 
originally came to the Park. From 
where. . .? Possibly from the Library 
(if it was built by then . . ?); maybe 
some tired ‘dancers’ came across to 
see what they could do. Very probably 
many of the 200 or so residents of the 
YMCA were there; it was a couple of 
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blocks away. Through as many years 
as remembered, this — and other — 
YMCA residences had no air-condi¬ 
tioning, and wall-to-wall faggots. (In 
San Diego, with the country’s largest 
YMCA for ‘service personnel’, the 
place is known throughout the city as 
they French Embassy!. . . ask me why. 

• .?) 

Very soon the Park became a 
busy little trade center. Local cops, 
still on foot in those days, were 
gentlemanly, saw very little. The later 
day sneaky Vice Squad cops began to 
come around just before the Big War. 
And, there’s a very laughable story 
there. An early lieutenant of this select 
group, was ‘one’. With his partner, 
he’d follow a ‘girl’ and her pick-up to a 
nearby hotel; there were a dozen or so 
nearby that specialized in this trade. 
The officers would break in crudely, 
then the Lieut, would send his partner 
down with the queen, to ‘book him’. 
The Lieut, would stay to ‘question’ the 
masculine member of the party 
often a sailor. Word soon got around 
that the Lieut.’s questions seemed to 
take up just where the party had been 
interruped. Eventually, this procedure 
became so well known that the Lieut, 
was fired from the Police Force. He^ 
opened a bail-bond office, then reneg¬ 
ed on some large bonds, and got into 
some other messes. He fled to Mexico, 
and that was the last heard of him. 
This was Vice Squad Lieutenant Max 
Berenzweig; one wonders if he was a 
‘friend’ of current Chief Davis. . . ? 

Los Angeles can be very warm, 
climactically, almost any evening; as 
good a reason as any to take to the 
Parks. Mac Arthur Park (then West- 
lake, and without a street across the 
Lake) became very popular for a few 
years. Early movie companies made 
many pictures in this woodsy, hilly 
block, and perhaps that brought out 
many ‘actresses’. Then began a series 
of muggings (not as common then as 
now. . ) and a much increased 
‘pick-up’ service around many areas. 
This, with considerable activity 
around the T-rooms, brought the Park 
to the attention of Lily Law. 

Some benighted souls still go 
there, and a sort of automation has set 
in: you can cruise and get cruised, 
propositioned, robbed, and arrested, 
all be the same juvenile-type police 
officer. Yes, dears, crime — of the 
more serious sort — runs rampant in 
the Los Angeles area, but L.A.’s finest 
steadily man the T-rooms, waving 
their all at visitors. 


Mother learned early, and quite a 
few things. One is: NO ONE who 
could possibly be under 21. Two:, .no 
public perfromances, as in T-rooms, 
parks, beaches, etc. This certainly 
includes gay Griffith Park, and all the 
Beaches from Malibu to Seal Beach. 
Three:, .only operate behind a locked 
door; never on the ground floor; never 
in a room with easy window/ access 
such^s a fire-escape or a ‘step-across’. 

But yes, Los Angeles in the late 
20’s and early 30’s was FUN, if 
somewhat wild; it certainly wasn’t 


deceitful and vicious as now. People 
were ‘coming out’ all over, almost 
everyone enjoyed themselves; there 
was very little commercial sex among 
the ‘boys’. Then Lily got into the act; 
next came the hustlers from far and 
wide. Now, even the more permissive 
very young numbers will ‘go’ — but 
first, it’s ‘how much. . .?’ And this is 
very discouraging to tired older (over 
40) queens. More later, about THE 
GOLDEN AGE of QUEENS, particu¬ 
larly about the Baths. . .would you 
believe. . . ?

After our brief stop in the 
Philippines, let’s look into a hearty 
caserole from jolly (?) old England, 
where it’s often called a Hot Pot. As 
with any popular dish, there are quite 
a few variations; we’ll do our best 
here. (Deep breath!). 

Let’s get: about 3 A lb. of beef- 
shoulder or cross-rib, cut into 6 strips; 
3 A lb. lean veal, cut into 4-5 strips; Vx 
lb. of lean lamb (neck or shoulder) cut 
into 4-5 strips; Vx lb. of lean pork, cut 
into 4-5 strips. Most of this meat has 
been cut about Vx in. thick, and strips 
are 1x2 in. Then 4 med. sized potatoes 
(baker’s), peeled and quartered; 12 
slices of bacon cut into Vx’s; 4 small 
carrots, scraped and quartered; 12 
small white onions, peeled down; 2 
med. sized turnips, peeled and 
quartered. (Turnips..?..may be

omitted..); 6-8 med. sized mushrooms, 
the caps halved, the stems sliced. 
AND: 3 or 4 large leaves of fresh 
cabbage. You’ll need a can of beef 
buillon (you know what kind is best); 
and you’ll need some seasonings: 1 
Tblspn. salt; 12 whole peppercorns, 
bruised or cracked; a tspn. of paprika; 
a Bouquet Garni ..(tie together some 
parsley sprigs, bay leaf, some celery 
leaf, a spring of fresh tarragon, if 
available, or a piece of fresh basil...or 
just forget it). You’ll also need a Vx 
tspn. each of: marjoram, mace, 
thyme, allspice and 3 whole cloves. 
(These should be wrapped loosely in a 
corner of cloth, tied shut. Mother uses 
old Bull Durham sacks for this... 
‘wouldn’t be without ’em). Or, in this 
dish, all seasonings may just be 
sprinkled through...the Bouquet 
Garni to be removed at serving. 

One more item:enough rich 
pastry dough to make a cover, one 
layer but fairly thick as pastry goes. 

Having assembled all of the 
above, in neat piles, etc. (spices may 
be mixed, veggies may be mixed, 
except cabbage leaf) and pastry may 
be made while pot cooks. One way to 
do this is with a roomy Dutch Oven, 
with a tight-fitting lid; or, you can use 
a fair-sized caserole, with lid, and can 
plump it on the table to serve...it’ll 
serve 4-6 and is very tasty. 

To work: put 6 pieces (Vx slices) 
of bacon, on bottom (inside silly!) of 
pot; over this a flat layer of meat 
strips. The first meat layer, (they’ll be 
4) may be all of one meat, or mixed. 
Over this put V* of the combined 
vegs., sprinkling as you go with the 
combined seasonings. The tied up 
Bouquet Garni will go someplace in 
the center, and someone will discard it 
on serving. You’ll have to pack this all 
down as you build; then cover the top 
layer (vegs.) with the cabbage leaves. 
Pour on the can (about 1 Vx c.) of 
buillon, cover the thing and shove it 
into the oven, 350*. It will take 2Vx - 3 
hrs., if cooked that way. 

Now come some of the intriguing 
variations of the above plain Hot Pot; 
the really gay bits. If, for example, one 


















































slips a dozen raw fresh oysters onto the 
astd. meats and vegs., just before the 
cabbage leaves; it becomes a classic 
British Lancashire Hot Pot. And this is 
the most often further endowed with a 
pastry topping, which we can do here, 
very nicely (thank you) with or without 
oysters. 

When the pot has baked for 2 
hrs., we have our pastry round rolled 
out, rather thick; if we have used a 
caserole, we’ll simply anchor the 
pastry on the caserole edge; if we’ve 
used a Dutch Oven, we’ll just fit the 
round into the pot, to rest on the 
cabbage. Be sure to make several cuts 
(or vents) in the pastry, so that it will 
not steam or become soggy. And, do it 
quickly; have pot out of the oven, 
pastried, and back in as fast as 
possible...turn oven up to 400* for 30 
min. (..to brown pastry)) then reduce 
to 350* for another 30 min. (This is 3 
hrs. in all, in oven), this last hour will 
finish cooking the pot, brown and 
bake the pastry. 

There will not be a great deal of 
gravy in the finished pot at the 2 hr. 
mark, one might add a small can (5 
oz.) of a mushroom sauce or steak 
sauce or other canned gravy. Just pour 
in over the cabbage, whether you are 
going to top the pot or not. 

This dish seems to need a lot.of 
things; requires a lot of attention, take 
a lot of time, etc...well, friend, it’s not 
a really an expensive meal for 4-6 
people, and what else is there to do on 
a dull Sunday....? 

Enjoy!....and perhaps the next 
time, some REAL French stuff!... 
Good cookin’....
